PROF. KOCH’S IMPROVED TUBERCULIN, 


Gives Particulars of His Discovery and 
the Improvements He Has 
Made on It. 


Her Fortune $300,000. 


New York, April 1.— (Special.]— The 
prospects of any trust legislation at this 


session of the Legislature are now very re- 
mote. In fact, it may be safely asserted 
tonight that the bills proposed by the Spe- 
cial Investigation committee are dead. 
When these bills were first reported to 
the Senate by this committee they were 
rushed with exceptional alacrity to the or- 


der of final passage, and it was given out 
that no amendments were to be permitted 
to the bills, but that they were to be pushed 
into enactment as rapidly as possible. 

The first halt in this program was occa- 
sioned by the decision of the Federal Court 
in the case of the Trans-Missouri Traffic , 
Association. Some statements in the opin- 
pion of Justice Peckham seemed to be in- 
compatible with the bills proposed, and on 
the following day Senator Lexow surprised 
all who were not familiar with the facts 
by moving that the bills be recommitted 
from their order of final passage to the 
Special Investigating committee for a hear- 

. This was an unusual proceeding and 
an infallible indication of weakness. 

It now develops that the committee real- 
ized that it had gone further than was ever 
intended in the sweeping provisions of this 
bill and found retreat absolutely necessary. 
This fact was clearly pointed out to the 
committee at Albany tonight at the 
first hearing ever accorded upon the Dill 
by Prof. Charles.A. Collin, who is perhaps 
more expert upon the subject of trust legis- 
lation than any lawyer in the State. 

Prof. Collin formerly was at the head of 
the law department at Cornell University 
and left that position to become legal ad- 
viser to Gov. David B. Hill, which position 
he held throughout Gov. Hill’s term of of- 
fice, and continued in the same capacity for 
Gov. Flower. It was Prof. Collin who pre- 
pared the draft of the statute now governing 
trusts in this State, and he has necessarily 
made a careful study of the subject. 

Tonight he appeared before the committee 
in oppositior to the bills under consideration. 
He declared that he was in hearty accord 
with the purpose of the bills, which he un- 
derstood was to prohibit the operation of 
monopolies in this State. But the bill now 
before the Legislature went much farther 
than this and practically destroyed all trade. 
The language of the bill had been made so 
explicit as to deprive the courts of all discre- 
tionary power and the exercise of any proper 
r 
Then your criticism is that the language 
really does reach the evil?” suggested Sena- 
tor Lexow, the father of the bill.

New York, April 1.— [Special. A dispatch 
to the Journal from Washington says: Signs 
multiply that Spaim has decided at last to 
cease offensive military operations in Cuba 
at the beginning of the wet season, now only 
a few weekeaway. She ie preparing to with- 
draw all her active troops from the interior 
and to send back to Spain and to the Philip- 
pines a large share of her troops. Her oc- 
cupation of the ports and of strategic posi- 
tions will be of a tentative character. The 
three trochas will be practically abandoned, 
and the insurgents may range the interior 
at will. This ise the downfall of Spain in 
Cuba, but even in her humiliation and bank- 
ruptcy she assumes the role of a conqueror 
bestowing favors on the conquered. 

For the last ten days Gen. Weyler, under 
instructions from his home government, has 
been persistently asserting the war will be 
over in three weeke, not later than April 15. 
On that date at Havana he will promulgate 
a royal edict setting forth thet the war is 
over.

President Harper’s Address. 


When the Countess of Aberdeen had con- 
— a President Harper of the university 
said: a 

With your permission I desire to modify 
the usual routine of the President’s state- 
ment, and, instead of presenting the details 
of the closing quarter, to answer a few of 
the questions which are suggested almcast 
every day either by word of mouth, in pri- 
vate correspondence, or in the public press. 

“The eagerness of the daily press, not 
only of Chicago but of all the larger cities 
of the country, to publish items, both true 
and false, concerning the umiversity, indi- 
cates, it must be inferred, an attitude of in- 
terest on the part of the public at large. It 
is greatly to be regretted that the informa- 
tion thus promulgated is, in so many in- 
stances, without foundation; for even when 
denial is made of this or that statement fts 
publication is by no means so broad as was 
the publication of the statement itself.“ 


Gives Answers to Questions. 


The President then propounded a series of 
questions with reference to the university, 
giving their answers in detail, in the course 
of which answers he said: 

“The principle of self-government has 
been adopted and its application is gradually 
making its way into the different spheres of 
student activity. 

“ At the present time a proposal is before 
the under-graduate body, made by the junior 
and senior college councils, to place the ex- 
aminations of the university practically un- 
der the management of the students. This 
plan provides that the students themselves 
shall try all cases of dishonesty and recoia- 
mend the penalty to the faculty. 

What is involved in the difficulty which 
has arisen between the athletic interests of 
the University of Chicago and the Amateur 
Athletic Union? I have included this ques- 
tion, not merely because it is a living ques- 
tion, but because it involves, in my opinion, 
an important principle. Shall the colleges 
of the country regulate their own athletics, 
or shall they put aside this responsibility 
and leave the matter in the hands of others? 
Are not the institutions themselves able to 
decide whether, under the rules adopted, 
this or that man may take part fn athietic 
contests? If purity in athletics cannot be 
secured through the action of the faculties 
of the institutions concerned, Surely little 
may be expected from the outside world. 
The position taken by the director of our 
athletic work commends itself to the stu- 
dents and the faculty. It is devoutly to be 
haped other universities will appreciate the 
gravity of the question at issue and come to 
the support of the stand which has been 
taken for the independence of college ath- 
letics. 

Enroliment of Students. 

“The number of students enrolled in the 
winter quarter of 1893 was 657; in the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1894, 848; 1895, 1,029; 
1896, 1,095; 1897, 1,131; in other words, an in- 
crease in 1894 of 30 per cent, 1895 of 22 per 
cent, 1896 of 6.5 per cent, and in 1897 of 3 per 
cent. The increase has been at the rate of 
15% per cent a year. 

“Is it true that the university has not 
made good provision for training in public 
speaking and debating? No more thorough 
system has been worked out than that which 
is in.operation today. But in the particular 
work of public speaking and debating there 
has not been sufficientinterest. The faculty 
has been influenced by the fact that in too 
many cases men who have developed an in- 
terest in public speaking were those who had 
small interest in scholarship. 


Prizes for Orators. 


“T have the privilege of announcing that 
the university will give each quarter to the 
successful competitor in each of the six di- 
visions of the junior colleges, a prize con- 
sisting of a college scholarship for any suc- 
ceeding quarter of residence in the univer- 
sity, and to the successful contestant among 
these six representatives of the junior college 
divisions the Ferdinand Peck prize of $50 for 
excellence in oratory. Like prizes were also 
announced for the successful competitor in 
each of the six divisions of the senior col- 
leges, and to the successful contestant of 
these six representatives of the senior col- 
lege divisions a prize of $50 for excellency 
in oratory presented by a friend, whose 
name will be announced later. 

“The university will also bestow each 
quarter a university Scholarship for any 
succeeding quarter upon two students from 
the uate schools and two students from 
the divinity school, who shall be selected by 
competition to debate before the university; 
and to that debater of the four who shall 
have been — most successful the 
Joseph Leiter prize of $75 for excellence in 
debating. These prizes are offered during 
each of the four quarters of the university 
‘year. The whole amount of money thus dis- 
tributed in prizes exceeds $3,000. 

During the last quarter regular courses 
of instruction have been given Sunday morn- 
ings in the Old Testament and in the New 
Testament. The students were given credit. 

“There are some who maintain that uni- 
versity credit should not be given for such 
work, but these are ignorant of the charao- 
ter of the work performed.” 

The total annual expenses of the universi- 
ty were given as $703,215,

MAYOR TAKES A HAND IN THE CIG- 
ARET LAW TROUBLE. 


Says the Colleptor Has No Right to 


issue Ordérs to the Police and Di- 
rects Chief Badenoch to see That 
the Ordinance Is Rigidly Enforced 
and Violators Promptly Arrested— 
Health Commissioner Kerr Writes 
Two Pointed Letters on Subject. . 


Mayor Swift had not been in his office more 
than a minute and a half yesterday morning 
before the whole City Hall knew there was 
trouble all along the line. 

At the same time an outburst down in the 
basement gave indications of g storm in the 
Health Commissioner's office. 

Then the Mayor and his Health Commis- 
sioner got together, and the hurricane broke. 

Both officials had just read the account in 
Tun TRIBUNE of how Collector Maas had or- 
dered Chief of Police Badenoch to suspend 
the enforcement of the cigaret ordinance 
until the Corporation Counsel could test its 
constitutionality in the courts, and both 
were angry accordingly. 

“It would take two years to try such a 
case,” said Mayor Swift, and ts the law to 
be null and void ali that while?’ 

“ I would like to know what right a minis- 
terial officer like Collector Maas has to give 
orders to the police, anyhow?” declared Dr. 
Kerr. The enforcement of this ordinance 
is vested in my department.“ 

Then the Mayor and Health Commissioner 
started an investigation. 

Make Their Explanations. 

Supt. Badenoch’s explanation was simple 
and direct. He had forbidden the making of 
arrests because ordered to do so, and on the 
advice of the Corporation Counsel. 

It was the City Collector’s turn to explain 
next, and he said he would not have passed 
Mr. Beale’s order to Supt. Badenoch if he 
had not supposed Mf. Beale sent out the 
suggestion after a conference with Mayor 
Swift. 

This left the whole matter at the door of 
the Corporation Counsel, who seemed the 
Jeast concerned of any over the matter. In 
explaining his letter of. March 17, in which 
he asked City Collector Maas to postpone 
making any arrests for violations of the 
ordinance, he sald: 

asked to have no arrests made for vio- 
lations of the elgaret ordinance because 
some lawyers came to me after the ofdi- 
nance was passed saying they were going to 
fight it. They represented cigaret dealers 
and said they thought it would be a good 
thing to have a decision as early as possi- 
ble from some authority higher than a police 
court. They wanted to arrange a test case 
to be taken before Judge Tuley or some 
other Superior Court Judge, sitting as an 
examining magistrate, and believed a rul- 
ing from such a source would have more 
— With dealers than one from @ police 

“I expected a test case would be arranged 
in a few days, but the lawyer that saw me 
about it left the city and isn’t back yet. 
I have no opinion as to the validity of the 
ordinance. In fact, I never read the ordi- 
nance through until today. I hope it won’t 
be more than ten days now before I'll be 
out of this office and then the question of 
the validity of ordinances will ave to be 
determined by some one else.“ 


Demand Return of Their Money. 


While the city officials were trying to 
come to some understanding in the mattera 
score or more cigaret dealers who had paid 
licenses besieged the office of the City Col- 
lector and demanded, individually and sev- 
erally, the return of their license payments 
of $12.50 each. They got no further satis- 
faction than to be informed the ordinance 
was being enforced to the letter. 

Supt. Badenoch declared himself emphat- 
ically in favor of the ordinance, and more 
than ready to enforce it as soon as properly 
authorized so to do. 

Late in the afternoon he received a com- 
munication from Health Commissioner Kerr 
asking him to rescind his former order and 
get the police on the track of illicit sellers of 
“coffin nails.” He said he would consult 
with the Corporation Counsel concerning the 
request this morning. 


Kerr’s Letter to Maas. 


Commissioner Kerr also sent a letter to 
the City Collector concerning the matter, as 
follows:

Cigar and tobacco dealers who had taken 
out licenses were outspoken in their dis- 
pleasure yesterday when they learned the 
ordinance had not been enforced, many of 
them saying if the city officials did not re- 
fund their oense fees they would make 
trouble. 

Other dealers who had discontinued the 
sale of cigarets, believing they would be 
prosecuted if they sold them without license, 
said they intended to procure cigarets as soon 
as possible and put them on sale, without a

WARREN AVENUB OONGREGATIONAL 
OCOHURCH WOMEN CONFESS. 


Mrs. Durand Shampoos Her Husband's 
- Head—Mrs. Wright Gets Up Early— 
Mrs. Kramer Cuts Her Son’s Hair~ 
Mrs. Gardner Sings and Passes a 
Hat-—Mrs. Van Buren Cleans Win- 
dows—Mrs. Allen Walka—But 100 of 
Them Secure $100. 


There was a large social gathering of the 
members of the Warren Avenue Congrega- 
tional Shurch, Warren and Albany avenues, 
in the church parlors, last night to hear 
the reports of 100 women, each of whom 
had contracted to earn $1 by her own labor 
and contribute it to the church, the money 
to be applied to the decoration afd im- 
provement of the edifice. There was much 
merriment among the 800 members of the 
congregation who assembled when the noble 
one hundred related how they toiled for the 
money. 

The Ladies’ Benevolent Society has-here- 
tofore raised and paid in $500 toward the ex- 
penses. Three weeks ago some of the women 
decided more money was needed, and 100 of 
them started in to make $1 apiece. 

Mrs. Waldo Smith, Mrs. George Vosteen, 
Mrs. James Vanderslice, Mrs. George Clark, 
and Mrs. C. A. L. Kramer were the leaders 
in the movement. Those who enlisted went 
about their self-imposed task with great 
enthusiasm. Some of them, it must be said, 
charged rather stiff prices for the labor they 
performed, while others worked for ridic- 
ulously low wages. 


How They Earned the Money. 

Mrs. Henry C. Durand shampooed her 
husband's head and charged him $1 for the 
job and he paid it. 

Mrs. Wright made an agreement. with 
her husband that she would get up first in 
the morning if he would pay her five cents 
a getup. Mrs, Wright turned in her §1 all 
right, but the other women said after she 
had risen early for three mornings she ef- 
fected some sort of a compromise with Mr. 
Wright, whereby he acted as her proxy in 
the getting-up business, and paid the five 
cents to boot. 

Mrs. C. A. L. Kramer induced her gon to 
pay her $1 for cutting his hair. 

Mrs. Allen earned her dollar by walking. 
Whenever she had four or five blocks to go, 
instead of getting on a street car she walked. 
She did this twenty times, destroying $5 
worth of shoe leather, but she enriched the 
church fund h twenty nickels.

NABS AND LOSES A COUNTER PET TER. 


Capt. Porter Arrests Coiner Hugo and 
the Prisoner Escapes from the 
Secret Service Agents. 


Capt. Porter of the secret service is having 
a run of hard luck with his prisoners. A 
week ago three escaped from the Joliet 
jail, and on Wednesday night another got 
away from two deputy marshals while on 
the way to the Desplaines Street Police Sta- 
tiom 
Capt. Porter, with Operator Gallaher and 
Deputies White and Clark, had made an 
early evening raid on the premises at No. 
165 South Clinton street and captured Oliver 
Hugo at work making a steel die for the 
coining of counterfeit.dollars. 

The plant was a complete one. A heavy 
iron frame riveted to the floor was fitted 
with a die driver, and a fifty-pound sledge, 
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swung on a bracket on the wall, was ready 
to play the part of the power necessary to 
— the impression upon the metal to be 
use * 

Ollver Hugo was at work making an im- 
pression in a copper plate for the obverse 
side of the die when Capt. Porter stepped 
into the room with Gallaher and told the as- 
tonished man he was a prisoner. 

For a moment Hugo was motionless with 
surprise, then he made a desperate struggle 
for liberty, and Capt. Porter had to threaten 
him with his revolver before he was sub- 
dued. After a hard fight he was overpow- 
ered and the Captain snapped his own hand- 
cuffs on the prisoner’s wrists. White and 
Clark were told to take the man to the Des- 
plaines Street Station. 

Half a block away from the house the 
manacled man sprang from between his 
two guards and ran up an alley. Before the 
tgvo.deputies could recover from their sur- 
prise Hugo was out of sight in the darkness. 
The deputies fired a volley of shots after 
him, but their aim was bad. 

Capt. Porter and Gallaher remained at the 
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house to await the return home of Hugo’s 
alleged confederate, W. C. Sutton, a stage 
carpenter at Hopkins’ West Side Theater. 
Hugo ran directly to the theater, called out 
Sutton, and both men went away together, 
Sutton taking a file from the theater to re- 
lieve Hugo of his manacles. 

The two men had left the theater an hour

| STRANGER SHUTS OUT KIN 


ALLEGATIONS IN CONTEST OVER THE 
WILL OF LEANDER E. NELSON.

the Rev. James W. Gibson and Dis- 
inherited Relatives Attack the 
Validity of the Last Testament— 
Statement That the Death Was 
„Mysterious — Dr. Stern Tells of 
the Use of Morphine. 


The Rev. James W. Gibson, who says he 
was formerly a minister at Denver, Colo., is 
mixed up in sensational charges filed yester- 
day in Judge Kohlsaat's court. The minister 
is charged with uSing unfair influences in 
having thimself named as beneficiary of the 
will of Leander E. Nelson, for many years a 
hardware dealer at No. 70 North Clark 
Street. . 

Nelson died March 12 and Gibson inherits 
most of the estate valued at $7,000. He had 
only known Nelson seven months, and rela- 
tives made the charge in open court that 
Nelson’s death was “ mysterious.” Mrs. 
Eva Nelson, mother of the dead man, is Gib- 
son's principal accuser. She did not place 
any details in the possession of the court. 
The relatives object to the will and ask for 
Gibson’s removal from the executorship. 
Judge Kohlsaat saw that a lengthy argu- 
ment was about to ensue and continued the 
matter until next week, when he will nave 
more time. 

Dr. David H. Stern, Wells street and Chi- 
cago avenue, who attended Nelson fn his last 
illness, told the police of the East Chicago 
Avenue Station he had been Nelson's ph ysi- 
clan for two years and knew that the man 
had been addicted to morphine. 


Morphine Tablets on the Table. 


** Nelson had been a constant sufferer from 
rheumatism of the heart for several years,”’ 
said Dr. Stern. In order to relieve the pain 
he used morphine. I was called to his home, 
No. 208 Huron street, on March 11. 1 found 
him in an unconscious condition. A number 
of tablets of morphine lying on the table told 
the story. I used a stomach pump and tried 
other remedies, but he died. I learned that 
he had come to his room from his place of 
business about 10 o’clock in the morning of 
the previous.day and complained to his land- 
lady that he was suffering severely and 
would have to lie down. 

Mr. Gibson came home about 6 o'clock in 
the evening. He. roomed with Nelson and 
found the latter unconscious. 1 was imme- 
diately summoned and I asked for the assist- 
ance of another physician. We labored hard 
over Nelson, but were unable to do anything 
with him. , 

“I know nothing about the terms of the 
will by which his property was left to Gib- 
son, beyond the fact that Nelson thought a 
great deal of his friend, He had often 
spoken to me about his relatives, and said 
he was through with them. So I am not sur- 
prised if he has disinherited them.“ 


Nelson’s Relatives Bitter. 


Nelson’s relatives are, however, very bit- 
ter. His mother is especially grieved by 
the action of the deceased in making Gib- 
son main beneficiary of an insurance policy 
for $3,000 in the Scandinavian Mutual Aid 
Association. Mrs, Nelson is named as sole 
beneficiary in the policy, but the will di- 
rects that she shall only be paid $1,000 and 
the rest shall go to My dear friend, the 
Rev. James W. Gibson.“ ; 

The brothers and sisters are cut off with 
$1 each. 

Gibson is bequeathed all the rest of the 
property, and Nelson requested that no bond 
or notes be required of the executor for the 
faithful performance of his duty. The will 
was made Feb. 2, 1897, and the names of 
Edward Cederstram, of Elgin, III., and F. 
Gervens of Chicago are attached as wit- 
nesses. Nelson died about five weeks after 
the execution of the will. 

Three affidavits were filed yesterday be- 
fore: Judge Kohlsaat by the relatives Mrs. 
Nelson, the mother, affirmed that her son 
visited her about twenty days before his 
death and told her he had just made his will 
in which she had been remembered hand- 
somely.

FARMERS ORGANIZE A HUGE TRUST. 


Has Over a Million Members and Will 
Endeavor to Control Prices 
of Products. 


Toledo, O., April 1.—[Special.]}—When P. F. 
Brown of Johnstown, Pa., left a package 
of papers and letters in his room at the Jef- 
ferson House and went to Columbus it was 
the means of giving away the largest scheme 
the farmers of t country have ever under- 


taken. It is known as the Agriculturists’ 


National Protective Association, originated 
at Lancaster, Pa., and is incorporated under 
the laws of New Jersey. The supreme board 
is made up of one representative from each 
State, and each State, district, andcounty is 
regularly organized. The members are all 
oathbound, and the farmers are taking to it 
as they never accepted anything before 
This year is being given up to organization, 
and agents are now at work in nearly every 
county in the leading States. 

Jonas Stanbery is at the head of this coun- 
ty’s organization, while the Hon: C. P. 
Griffin and others are members. It has been 
conducted with great secrecy, and yet it is 
claimed that the membership already num- 
bers over 1,200,000. In 1898 it is proposed to 
compel people to import their farm prod- 
ucts, and county and corporation ware- 
houses will be erected and placed in charge 
of county boards, who will have absolute 
control. From these warehouses goods will 
be shipped as may be deemed necessury. 
The farmer will raise all wheat in one lo- 
cality, oats in another, and so on. 

The National Board of Finance is now at 
work on a complicated scale for the division 
of profits, and everything will go through 
the hands of the sovereign body, much on 
the order of communistic organizations. 
Two-thirds of the better class of farmers in 
this part of the State are said to be already 
organized. The ultimate design is the ab- 
solute control and marketing of all farm 


products. 2

MURDER WITH PENKNIFE 


CHARLES L. HASTINGS OF JACKSON- 
VILLE HACKED TO PIECES. 


He Is Found Dead in His Office with 172 
Gashes in His Face and Body— 
Charles L. Draper, Another Promi- 
nent Resident, Is Suspected of the 
Crime and Ordered Locked Up—Of- 


* 
fice Betokened a Terrible Strussle— 


Draper and Hastings Enemies. 
* 


Jacksonville, III., April 1.— [Special. This 
city was thrown into a frenzy of excitement 
today when it became known that a murder 
of a shocking character had occurred some 
time last night and that Charles L. Hastings 
was the victim. At first suicide was thought 
of, but later developments show conclusive- 
ly that it was murder, and suspicion pointed 
strongly to Charles L. Draper, one of the 
most exemplary and highly respected eiti- 
zens of this place. 

Mr. Hastings had for some years been chief 
clerk in the law and abstract office of Judge 
Edward P. Kirby, and had always been 
looked upon as a quiet and unassuming man. 
This morning when the janitor went to the 
office he found its contents thrown in con- 
fusion, furniture broken, and everything 
bespattered with blood, while on the floor in 
a pool of blood lay the body of Mr. Ilastinss, 
cold and stiff, with large gashes in his 
throat, on his hands, and cuts and gashes all 


over his body. 

The news spread quickly, and the usual 
legal preliminaries were held. A post-mor- 
‘tem examination was made. The examina- 
tion disclosed 172 cuts and gashes on his 
person, none of which was very deep, lead- 
ing to the conclusion the deed was done with 


a pocketknife. 
Blood Over Everything. 


Everything about the office showed that 
a terrible struggle for life had taken place. 
In the vault where the books of the office are 
kept, on the desksand tables, shelves, books, 
and papers were all more or less smeared 
with blood. 

The body lay in the office until this after- 
noon, when it was removed to the under- 
taking rooms of J. S. Anderson & Son and 
prepared for burial. The Coroner began the 
investigation this afternoon, which was still 
in progress tonight. The investigation is 
held behind closed doors, and but little of 
the sworn testimony can be learned. 

However, Charles L. Draper was called 
to the witness stand, and after having given 
his testimony the Coroner ordered that he 
be committed to jail and held without bail. 
Mr. Draper has always borne an unques- 
tioned character, quiet, unobtrusive, and es- 
teemed by everybody, while his family is 
loved and highly respected both in social and 
church circles. 

For many years Mr. Draper had been in the 
employ of Judge Kirby, acting in the ca- 
pacity of chief abstract maker, but resigned 
the position some months ago, owing to some 
differences between Hastings and himself. 
Later he established an abstract office of his 
own, and being an expert in the business had 
built up a good patronage. 

Office Broken Into. 


Rumor has it that some one has of late 
gained entrance to Judge Kirby’s vault 
several times and in various ways tampered 
with and mutilated the books and papers 
It is thought Mr. Hastings went 
to the office last night with a view of appre- 
hending the intruder, and actually came 
upon him while engaged in his nefarious 
work, with result as above related. 

Reports and rumors of all kinds have been 
flying thick and fast today, and some of 
them are damaging to Mr. Draper. It is al- 
leged he was seen last night at 10 o’clock in 
a bloody condition going to his office, and, 
upon being asked what was the matter, said 
he had been held up” and had a scuffle 
with the robber. This morning blood is said 
to have been seen on the stairway leading 
to his office, as also on the door knob. To- 
day he has been attending to business in his 
usual way. 

Mr. Hastings was a native of Vermont, 
was 50 years old, and unmarried. At one 
time he was associated with Howard Turner 
in the real estate business in Minneapolis, 
but it proved a faflure and he returned to 
Jacksonville. This made him despondent 
and since then he lived largely to himself 
and abandoning all ties of a social naturs. 
The funeral occurs at the residence of Dr. 
H. Lee Hatch tomorrow.

Gen. Brooke’s Army Record. 

Gen. Brooke was born in Pennsylvania on 
July 2, 1838. He entered the army at the 
commencement of the rebellion as Captain in 
the Fourth Pennsylvania Volunteer In- 
fantry. In November, 1861, his services 
won him promotion to be Colonel of the 
Fifty-third Pennsylvania Volunteers, andhe 
served brilliantly in the fleld with his regi- 
ment as a part of the army of the Potomac 
for the succeeding four years. He was at 
the second Bull Run, Antietam,  Fred- 
ericksburg, Chancellorsville, Gettysburg, 
Auburn Mills, and Bristow Station, and 
in the Mine Run campaign. In the 
wilderness campaign he was severely 
wounded and granted leave of absence until 
Sept. 14, 1864. 

When he ret ed to the army he was 
given a commission as Brigadier-General 
of volunteers for distinguished services. 

Gen. Brooke was wounded three times. 
He always led his men in person. 

Since the war he has been in the West, 
fighting Indians, with the exception of 1877, 
when he was on duty during the Pennsyl- 
vania riots. In 1879 he was made Colonel 
of the Third United States Infantry. On 
April 6, 1888, he was appointed Brigadier- 
General and assigned to the command of the 
Department of. the Platte, being promoted 
to succeed Gen. Crook, over the heads of fives 
Colonels who outranked him.

Financial Obligations of an Undeter- 
mined Nature Which Would Be As- 
sumed in Conducting the Proposed 
Carnival Given as the Reason for 
Abandoning the Project—Board of 
Directors by a Unanimous Vote De- 
cides on This Action. 


The Chicago Athletic Association will not 


allow the use of its name, authority, and 


Sanction by the managers of the military 


“@arnival. This is the decision of the Board 


of Directors as arrived at yesterday after- 
noon. 
the whole idea of an athletic and martial 
competition to last during a week in early 
May and will disappoint not only athletes 
and national] guardsmen here in Chicago, 
but the men of brawn and agility in every 
Western college and academy, members 
of every crack militia company in the North- 
west, andwthe color companies, battalions, 
and troops of almost every post of the Unit- 
ed States army. 

The plans of the affair have grown tod 
cover all these classes, and special exercises 
have been under way in many cases for a 
month in places far beyond the boundaries 
of the city. 

Opposition to the plan for holding this car- 
nival has been expressed for some time by 
many of the older officers and members of 
the Chicago Athletic Association, but the 
directors have seemed disposed to yield to 
the desires of Col, L. M. Hamburger and his 
friends, who have been prominently con- 
nected with the affair. 


Adverse Report Presented. 


Last night, however. the association’s at- 
torney presented an adverse report on the 
contract which the club was to make with 
the Coliseum company. A dozen members 
of the board were present, and Vice-Presi- 
dent D. M.. Lord was in the chair. The fol- 
lowing resolutions were adopted unan- 
imously:

Justice Field was 
appointed to his present position March 10, 
1863, and consequently he lacks only a few 
months of equaling the service of Chief 
Justice Marshall. After he found he would 
not be appointed Chief Justice by President: 
Cleveland it was the desire of Justice Field 
to remain on the bench longer than any of 
his predecessors or associates, and if he 
carries out this oft-avowed intention he wil] 
not retire before Aug. 20 of this year. He 
was in his forty-seventh year when he took 
his seat on the Supreme Court bench.

He is 
the head of the firm ef George Draper & 
Sons, with great factories at Hopedale, 
Mass. In 1892 Gen. Draper ran for Con- 
gress in the Eleventh Massachusetts Dis- 
trict against George Fred Williams and over- 
whelmingiy defeated him. 

Andrew. Dickson White was born at Homer, 
N. V., in November, 1832, of New England 
parentage. He graduated at Yale Univer- 
sity in 1853. He was professor of history and 
English literature in the University of Mich- 
igan from 1857 to 1862, the first Pres- 
ident of Cornell University, and in 
1881 he contributed $100,000 to the 
equipment of the university. He was 
President of the Republican State conven-

paring the report of that commission. His 
most recent public work has been as a mem- 
ber of the Venezuelan Arbitration Commis- 
sion appointed by President Cleveland. In 
politics Mr. White is a Republican, though 
formerly with mugwump tendencies. He 
has been an ardent and persistent civil serv- 
ice reformer. During the late camvaign he 
spoke and wrote in favor of sound money 
and McKinley. Mr. White has been a pro- 
lific writer on many subjects. 


PROTEST AGAINST THE DINGLEY BILL. 


Formal Expression of Dissatisfaction 
from the Ministers of Japan 
and Argentina. 


Washington, D. C., April 1.—The first open 
and formal expressions of dissatisfaction 
with the pending tariff bill on the part of 
foreign nations have come to the State De- 
partment from Japan and Argentina. 

The Japanese Minister has expressed the 
regret of his government at the proposed 
adoption of silk schedules that, without 
promising to Help out the manufacturers of 
the United States, threaten seriously the 
important trade Japan has bullt up at 
great expense with the United States inraw 
and partly manufactured silks.

But the importers will see that, while pro- 
hibitory duties will give them more money 
just now, they will put an end to future 
business. It is to be expected, therefore, 
that in some cases they will use their po- 
tent influence to lower duties a little. 

When the importers do allow the bill to 
pass some months hence several hundred 
million dollars’ worth of goods will have 
been brought in by them. That will swell 
the revenues this spring and summer, but 
they will be lean for two years or more to 
come. 

Then, next year, there will be a lack of 
revenue. The consumers will begin to ask 
why that is the case when they are paying 
more for goods. The disappointed people 
will put this question to the politicians, and 
they will be unable to answer it satisfac- 
torily.

ask how it is that under a law designed to 
give them more protection there is less de- 
mand for their services. ‘The politicians can 
explain to them that such vast stocks of 
goods were brought in prior to the enact- 
ment of the tariff law that the market is 
oversupplied and there is no demand for 
American products.

ANOTHER SALARY RAISE. 

Senator Kingsbury of the Richland dis- 
trict introduced a bill to raise the sala- 
ries of all the State officers. The Governor 
and Treasurer are to get $10,000 apiece. 
State’s-Attorneys, who get $400 now and 
their fees, are to be given $600. 

The Constitution provides¢hat State offi- 
cers “shall receive a salary, to be estab- 
lished by law, which shall not be increased 
or diminished during their official terms.“ 
Consequently if this bill passes it will not 
give Henry Hertz, who receives $3,500 now,

THE ARBITRATION TREATY. 
The general arbitration treaty has been 
eh N patched to such a degree that 
o be no reason why the Senate 
should ratify it, as it is no longer a 
arditration tr ha — 
eaty, or an arbitration treaty, 
or even a treaty, in the ordinary sense. It 
ae a resemblance to the original docu- 
negotiated by Lord Salisbury and 
Mr. Olney, and neither one of those gentle- 
men could by any possibility recognize his 
creation in the present crazy quilt which 
passes for a general arbitration treaty. 

It is noteworthy that the amendments 
which have emasculated the treaty have 
been offered mostly by those who a few 
weeks ago were singing most loudly the 
praises of the doves of peace as they flut- 
tered above the heads of Salisbury and 
Olney and were clamoring most loudly for 
the ratification of an agreement which 
would forever remove the possibility of war 
between the United States and Great 
Britain. It is noteworthy also that most of 
the amendments which have knocked the 
life out of the treaty are of Eastern, and 
especially of New England, origin, which 
sections but a few weeks ago were loudest in 
their expressions of enthusiastic advocacy. 
They have succeededj in removing King 
Oscar as the foreign umpire. They have re- 
moved the English judiciary on the one 
hand and the United States Supreme Court 
on the other as arbitrators. At the sugges- 
tion of Senator Hoar of Massachusetts the 
Senate by an overwhelming vote restricts 
from the operation of the arbitration any 
differences between the two nations involv- 
ing their honor or any question of domestic 
or foreign policy. Senator Foraker’s 
amendment providing for a separate tri- 
bunal in each case is also agreed to. As the 
treaty now stands each case as it comes up 
must be submitted tothe Senate. All dif- 
ferences will have to be settled by a separate 
treaty of arbitration, to be made the subject 
of negotiation between the two countries 
and referring the case to a tribunal to be se- 
lected at the time by mutual agreement. 

Thus the treaty which the Senate may or 
may not ratify is merely a glittering gen- 
erality in favor of arbitration in the place of 
force, and that is all there is left of it. It 
should not be passed, since it is not needed 
and could not under any circumstances set- 
tle anything. A resolution in favor of arbi- 
tration as against force would answer ail 
purposes. Even if the treaty were ratified 
in every case in the future this government 
would have to proceed as it did in the Ven- 
ezuela case and trust to the willingness of 
the foreign power to arbitrate the questions 
at issue. As all the virility has been taken 
out of the treaty, as it could not be made ap- 
plicable to any case which might arise, as 
it will accomplish nothing practical, as it 
has no more bearing upon the relations of 
the two countries than an ordinance of the 
City of Chicago, why should the Senate 
waste any more time amending it? It has 
already taken the life out of it and made it 
entirely inoperative. Now, it should be re- 
jected. It is silly to waste further time on 
it. What the government should do in the 
meantime is to make the defensive power 
of the United States as strong as the of- 
fensive power of Great Britain. Then there 
will be no occasion for arbitration, because 
neither our rights nor our honor will be as- 
sailed. 3

It is time that the friends of good gov- 
ernment and the advocates of municipal re- 
form should get together, settle upon the 
candidate, and cast their votes for that 
candidate.

DEPARTMENT STORE BILL Is “STUCK.” 
The anti-department store bill appears to 
have struck a snag inthe House. It cannot 
be passed before the election in Chicago, and 
may never become a law. The chief trouble 
seems to be that scattered throughout the 
State in the smaller cities and towns are 
_thousands of stores which do a combination 
business and thereby present conveniences 
to the people which otherwise would be be- 
yond their reach. A great variety of ar- 
ticles are sold in these establishments, and 
there is not only a demand for them, but a 
positive necessity in many of the villages. 

The country members know that their 
constituents would not tolerate any inter- 
ference with these stores and they would 
not dare to vote to abolish them or impose 
any burdens on them. They would there- 
fore never even dream of supporting an anti- 
department store bill that would cover the 
entire State. The bill now pending in the 
House is limited in its scope and excludes 
all the smaller cities from its provisions, and 
is therefore free from interested country 
hostility, yet some of the country members 
appear to be staggered by the seeming in- 
consistency of legislating to forbid Chicago 
merchants from doing something that is al- 
lowed to merchants in all other parts of the 
State. They cannot quite make that prop- 
osition agree with their ideas of what is 
right and fair. 

If there were no stores doing this combina- 
tion trade in the smaller places undoubtedly 
the country members would not bother 
about the matter in the slightest degree, but 
would vote promptly with the city members, 
who seem to be nearly unanimous for the 
measure. It would then go through the 
Legislature like a flash, for under ordinary 
circumstances the country members are 
willing to support any measure affecting 
only Chicago that Chicago wants. but the 
problem now seems to be how they can 
reconcile a vote for 4 measure which in 
principle is in direct opposition to the wishes 
of their constituents. It remains to be seen 
whether they will find some way of accom- 
modating their convictions to the peculiar 
emergency which has presented itself.

IF THE PEOPLE HAD ELECTED. 

If United States Senators were elected 
by the people and not by venal or boss- 
ridden Legislatures the Republican State 
convention which met last year would have 
had to nominate a Senator as well as a Gov- 
ernor and other State officers. or 

It may be that the Chicago “ machine, 
then whole and in good running order, 
would have had a candidate for the Sen- 
atorship. But, defiant of public sentiment 
as that machine was, it would not have 
dared to present the name of Ald. Madden 
or of Congressman Lorimer. 

For the “ machine” leaders would have 
known that the convention. could not be 
coaxed or driven to nominate either. If 
an attempt had been made to trade to get 
rotes for the Alderman or the Congress- 
man the persons approached would have 
said: Hither of those men, if nominated, 
will be defeated. We do not want to throw 
away our Senator, and so cannot deal with 
you on the terms you propose.” 

The country delegates would have said 
plumply: “ Hither Lorimer or Madden will 
be beaten by 40,000 votes though MelLin- 
ley carries the State. We do not propose to 
weight down our ticket in the way you pro- 
pose.” The convention would have picked 
out some man whoge nomination would 
not have shocked and chilled the party, 
and would have elected him. 

The machine,“ reckless though it was, 
would not have ventured to propose in con- 
vention the names it did in the legislative 
caucus, where the people have so little to 
say in the choice of a Senator. The ma- 
chine” came dangerously near ‘capturing 
the caucus and disgracing Illinois for six 
years. 

It was defeated and smashed. But there 
will be future “ machines” which will try 
the same hereafter. They may euc- 
ceed unless power of electing Senators 
is taken from Legislatures, which are be- 
coming more and more subject to boss rule, 
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nobbed with dignitaries of various degrees 
of magnitude. He has thus been thrown in 
with jeweled tiaras, and the scattered sil- 
verware of confiding hostesses, and if he had 
been afflicted with an ordinary vulgar “ tak- 
ing disposition he could have made away 
with many of these articles of large value. But 
Mr. Morris was beset by no temptation until 
he came in contact with something that 
stirred into activity his old fondness for the 
archives of literature.

Or 
what King, going to make war against another 
King, sitteth not down first, and consulteth 
whether he be able with 10,000 to meet him with 
20,000."" Of course 1 understood at once what 
Mr. Rhodes meant.

New York, March 30.—Customs receipts at 
this port yesterday aggregated $1,018,917, of 
which $345,553 was on withdrawal entries 
and the rest on fresh imports. Special de- 
posits of $1,254,000 in all were made at the 
Subtreasury preparatory to payments of 
duties at this port and $130,000 for duties at 
Key West. The customs receipts at this 
port from March 1 to March 30 inclusive 
havé been $15,858,180. * 

A large proportion of the payments have 
been on tobacco, on which a higher duty is 
provided in the Dingley bill. Up to March 
18 the. withdrawals from the warehouses of 
tobacco during the month were 15,000 bales, 
but since the date mentioned they have in- 
creased so aS to make the total to date 
52,489 bales. 0

Salisbury Defends the Barbarous 
Turks and Sneers at the Greeks. 

New York Post: The open avowal of the 
English Liberals that they will no longer 
base the foreign policy of Great Britain on 
the hoary fiction of the integrity of the 
Ottoman Empire greatly excited Lord Sal- 
isbury. He sharply called upon thé Earl 
of Kimberley in the Lords, ten days ago, to 
account for this abandonment of the tradi- 
tional policy of both parties. To the Prime 
Minister, the “‘ federated action of Europe 
—which is the name he gives to that concert 
of the powers which has lately assured the 
Sultan of its determination to respect his 
“integrity —is our sole hope of escaping 
from the constant terror and the calamity 
of war.” How could Earl Kimberley, him- 
self a member of the government that made 
the treaty by which the integrity of the 
Ottoman Empire was made part of the law 
of Europe, now renounceit? Lord Salisbury 
added bitterly that the maintenance of the 
federation of Europe will be increasingly 
difficult if every statesman who has retired 
from public life thinks it right to fling in- 
sults at the sovereigns who occupy the prin- 
cipal, thrones of Christi Europe.” This 
reference to the contemptuous allusions to 
Czar and Kaiser made by Mr. Gladstone the 
Earl of Kimberley did not notice in his re- 
joinder. But he asked Salisbury how an 
integrity could be sacred which the fed- 
eration of Europe hed again and again vio- 
lated. It was a curious kind of integrity 
which allowed you to shear off nce 
after province, but made it a crime to take 
away one island. Beaconsfield had, with his 
sublime impudence, called the taking away 
of half Turkey in Europe the “ consolida- 
tion of the empire,” and the English Liberals 
were now in favor of consolidating it some 
more in the same fashien. This declaration 
of phe policy, now made by both the Earl 
of Kimberley and Sir William Harcourt, is 
of far-reaching political importance. 


Forged Gen. Porter’s Wit. ; 
New York World: There is a new and dan- 
gerous forger at large. He is clever enough 
to counterfeit the wit of Gen. Horace Porter. 
A trustworthy correspondent of the World 
at Baltimore telegraphed the following: 
Hagerstown, Md., March 26.—Upon the selec- 
tion of Gen. Horace Porter as Ambassador to 
France, his personal friend, H. Kyd Douglas 
of this city, who served on Stonewall Jackson's 
staff, addressed Gen. Porter the following letter: 
** Notwithstanding your disreputable poll 


ment as Ambassador to France, and am grati- 
fled to know that the office will be filled with the 
same credit and acceptability with which you 
have always dicharged every official duty.“ 

Gen. Porter’s reply was: “In spite of your 
treasonable record during the war in the Confed- 
erate army, your note gives me as much satis- 
faction as any of the many messages of congratu- 
lation I have received.“ 

But Gen. Porter did not write the letter 
in question, nor did Gen. Douglas give oc- 
casion for such retort. The only corre- 
spondence which has passed between the 
two brave soldiers followed the publication 
and did not precede it. The fable originated

TO MAKE THE POPULAR FRENCH SOUP 


Earthen Covered Pot Is Needed in Or- 
der to Impart the Flavor Which 
Is Its Chief Feature. 


To make pot-au-feu as it should be, an 
earthen covered pot is needed. The French, 
who depend on this soup above all others, 
have delightful little green pipkins called 
‘*Marmites"’ which cannot be easily se- 
cured here. There are, however, shops 
where you can buy all kinds of Mexican 
pottery. One of the large bowis with a cover 
would do weill. f 

To “faire sourirele pot-au- feu as Du- 
mas said, put into the pot a beef bone (shin) 
and a knuckle of veal, weighing about two 
pounds each, and broken into pieces. Cover 
with five pints of cold water, a little salt to 
make the impurities rise, and put on the lid. 
Let it boil up quickly, skim and cover again. 
It must now be put on the back of the fire 
and let simmer for five or six hours. 

The French put it in the oven and cook ali 
day, that being the way to extract the flavor. 
One hour before dinner put in two youn 
carrots, one turnip, one 1 celery, an 
a piece of cauliflower if you have it; also 
two onions: These must be peeled and 
sliced. When ready to serve strain and add 
crusts of bread, browned, not croutons, but 
pieces two inches across. It will be nour- 
ishing and strong. The vegetables added 
later give a distinct flavor, as over-cooking 
makes them lose their individuality. If 4 
small piece of sugar is put in it will be an im- 
provement.—What to Eat.
